sttiily durikig tlio hours of fri'otlom 
from school roatrainlH; it was Laxiuj,' 
the brain to a greater extent than wa.-; 
consistent with tho laws of liualtL. In 
the United Status the very worst coii- 
.lequeiicea have resulletl from over- 
stiidy. It has been tho frctjuont cau.se 
of insanity. A cliiKI of a bright, active 
iniinl, iiuiliitinus to excel, when pliiccJ 
at Hclioal is froi)ueiuly treated by teucli- 
crs us though it was to be forced for- 
ward liko a plant in n hotLouso. 
.Stimulated by feverish excitomont, 
the inontal ^slruiii often proveii loo 
great for tho body. Urilliant .scholar- 
ship, preinat.itre in its attaiiinient, does 
not pay for ruined lieaRh anil sliatli^r- 
oil constitutions. Tlio saying of tlic 
ancients, "A sound mind in a sound 
body," ia the proper rule, and nhould 
lie the basis of teaching. In our edu- 
cational institutions there arc too many 
studies crowileil together and too ninny 
liour.s ilevoteil to tlinin. Tliore Hhnubl 
lie inorr relaxatiotuuid outdoor, healtli- 
t'ul play, 

Highly iutiilligoiit peo[)lo who Iiavn 
given thia matter of oducatioii of ehiiil- 
ren thoughful coneideration, are in;ui y 
of tliein, [lublioly, stating as their con- 
victioiis, that it would bo far hotter if 
i;iiilLlren, after their arrival at a cortaiii 
ago, wiiro 011I3' permittrd to go to 
.ichool six months in the year-tho olher 
portion being devoted to outside work 
or rucreatimi; that in this manner boys 
could learn useful trades ami girl« 
could acqjiro acconipliBhniniits or pur- 
suits which would enable tlioin, if iiec- 
cesHury, as it is to the vast majority, to 
earn tlioii' uwii livelihood at once, after 
the completion of their school studies. 
They would not be tlirowii upon the 
world at graduation pt^rfectly helplns.«i, 
educated in all the "ologies" and know- 
ing little or nothing of tlic ])raotic!il 
alV.iirs of life. Hssides wliicli it is 
hell! tiiat by thus allernatiiig study 
and work, the child has a healthier 
mind, and learing slowly and suroly, 
liecnincs in the end a far better scholar. 
Our pulie school system with nil of its 
itiinionKO advantages all'ordiiig tlu; 
ineHiiH of education to the poor as svell 
Hs to tlio rich, is yet cajiabllj of much 
imj;rovement in the matter of greater 
attention to tho health of the pupils- 
Tho children should leave thoir books 
ill the schoolhouao instead of taking 
them home to study at night. Ntntlier 
parenbs nor teachers alioiikl allow tluM. 
Tliey sliotil'l give no attention to their 
stiiilioK until they returned tho iiiixt 
day and took their books out of their 
desks. The hours of school are all in 
which they should be allowed to study. 
The timo is qui to sufficient. Boy cad it, 
ia trenching on health.
